THE  HONORARY  DEGREES 


DOCTOR  OF  SCIENCE  —  MORROUGH  PARKER  o'bRIEN 

Professor,  consultant,  authority  on  hydroelectric  problems  and  hydraulics,  he  brought  to  the 
deanship  of  the  college  of  engineering  of  the  University  of  California  a  lifetime  of  experience  in 
theory  and  practice.  He  has  served  as  director  of  research  and  engineering  for  Air  Reduction 
Incorporated;  as  a  member  of  many  state  and  national  boards  on  beach  erosion;  as  chairman  of 
numerous  professional  committees  and  societies.  He  is  the  author  of  scores  of  technical  articles, 
significant  in  their  fields.  In  an  era  of  engineers,  he  is  one  of  the  most  notable.

His  inventions  and  projects  have  been  vital  to  the  national 
defense  and  therefore  to  the  preservation  of  the  interests  of  higher  education.  He  also  helps  to 
determine  the  shape  of  things  to  come.  In  this  distinguished  son  the  University  is  well  pleased.

DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  —  CHARLES  M.  SPOFFORD 

A  lawyer  of  international  fame,  he  has  held  positions  of  trust  in  some  of  the  country's  largest 
corporations,  and  has  been  identified  for  many  years  with  worthy  causes.  For  two  years  he  was 
United  States  deputy  representative  and  also  chairman  of  the  North  Atlantic  Council.  He  is  a 
trustee  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  the  Julliard  School  of  Music,  the  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary, and  the  New  York  Red  Cross.  From  1946  to  1950,  he  was  president  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  Association.  In  honoring  him  we  simply  confirm  the  judgment  of  the  governments  of 
the  six  nations  which  have  awarded  him  decorations.

He  has  won  an  honorable  place  in  three  separate  though  related  fields.  As  a  journalist,  he  has 
held  positions  of  national  importance— Washington  correspondent  for  Newspaper  Enterprise 
Association,  and  Director  of  Information  for  the  Department  of  Commerce.  As  a  historian,  he 
has  received  a  Pulitzer  Prize  and  a  National  Book  Award.  As  an  editor,  he  is  responsible  for  the 
illustrious  periodical,  American  Heritage.  In  A  Stillness  at  Appomattox  and  his  other  books  on 
the  Civil  War,  it  has  been  his  special  contribution  to  distinguish  between  vulgarization  and 
popularization,  to  demonstrate  that  history  is  an  art  as  well  as  a  science,  to  prove  that  read- 
ability is  possible  without  sacrifice  of  reliability.

In  Budapest,  Barcelona, 
and  Buenos  Aires;  in  London,  Salzburg,  and  Rome;  in  Philadelphia,  New  York  City,  Boston  and 
Chicago  he  has  led  the  major  symphony  orchestras  and  opera  companies  of  our  time.  With  his 
rigorous  standards,  his  refusal  to  be  satisfied  with  anything  short  of  the  highest  attainment,  he 
has  brought  Chicago  again  to  a  commanding  position  in  the  musical  life  of  the  nation.
